"  The  Bishop  of  Bath  to  iJie  Abp.  of  Armagh. 
Most  Reverend  in  Christ,  mj  very  good  Lord, 

I  must  desire  your  pardon  for  my  long  silence,  for 
since  my  last  I  have  been  visited  with  a  fit  of  the  gout, 
which  held  me  a  ffKat  while.  But  now  (I  thank  God)  I 
am  well  delivered  from  that  enemy.  In  your  last  you 
complained  of  the  decay  of  your  sight,  and  that  you 
could  find  no  considerable  help  by  spectacles.  The  most 
curious  man  that  ever  I  knew  in  that  way  was  my  lord 
of  Totnes,  who  had  very  great  store  and  variety  of 
spectacles  to  help  his  sight,  and  had  them  from  Venice 
and  other  foreign  parts.  Sir  Thomas  Stafford,  I  believe, 
can  inform  you  what  became  of  his  store.  If  he  have 
them,  I  am  confident  you  may  command  any  of  them. 
There  is  a  work  of  my  worthy  neighbour,  and  your  lord- 
ship's good  friend.  Dr.  HackewiU,  called  the  Apology  for 
God,  Providence,  &c  It  is  now  grown  very  scarce  and 
out  of  print,  and  he  hath  made  some  additions  to  it,  and 
prepared  it  for  a  new  impression ;  but  the  copy  belonged 
to  one  Turner,  an  Oxford  printer,  whose  executor,  being 
in  Virginia  cannot  be  conveniently  treated  withal  about 
a  new  impression.  But  there  is  a  neighbour  minister,  a 
nephew  of  the  Doctor,  one  Mr.  WUlett,  who  hath  taken 
the  pains  to  translate  it  into  Latin,  and  designs  that  it 
may  be  printed.  I  have  written  to  Mr.  Bee,  who  is  now 
the  greatest  undertaker  of  that  kind,  to  know  whether 
he  will  undertake  the  impression.  There  have  been  (as 
I  take  it)  three  impressions  in  English,  which  have  been 
very  vendible,  and  I  believe  one  in  Latin  will  be  no  less 
saleable.  I  presume  that  your  Grace  loves  the  memory 
of  that  good  Doctor  so  well,  that  you  will  further  this 
business  as  much  as  you  can.  I  desire  to  hear  often  of 
your  health  in  this  your  declining  age,  and  how  your 
Chronology  proceeds  in  the  press,  and  what  others  do  in 
matter  of  learning,  which  with  us  is  in  a  great  declina- 
tion.

banished  out  of  Kent  for  his  Non-Conformity,  a  choice  man,

Blake  (Martin),  S.T.B. 

He  was  bom  at  Plymouth,  circa  1596 ;  matriculated  at 
Oxford,  from  Exeter  College,  7  June  1611,  as  "pleb.  fil."  of 
Devon,  aged  15;  admitted  B.A.  24th  May,  1614;  M.A.  25th 
February,  1616-17;  and  B.D.  14th  December,  1626.  "Feb. 
1619,  Mr.  Martin  Blake  and  Elizabeth  Delbridge  were 
married  the  xxviij  daie."  (Barnstaple  par.  reg)  Having  held 
the  rectory  of  Kingsnympton  for  some  time,  he  was  admitted 
to  the  Vicarage  of  Barnstaple,  1  Dec,  1628.  During  the 
Civil  Wars  Mr.  Blake  was  a  great  sufferer,  being  sequestrated 
for  his  loyalty,  and  very  cruelly  dealt  with  for  many  years. 
In  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Commons,  under  "  Tuesday, 
Feb.  7th,  1659,"  appears  this  entry :—'' Ordered,  That  the 
Committee  for  plundered  Ministers  be  and  are  hereby, 
impowered  and  required  to  send  for  *  *,  the  Minister  of 
Barnstaple  in  the  County  of  Devon,  and  examine  him, 
touching  the  Information  given  against  him,  in  influencing 
the  People  against  the  Parliament,  and  state  Matter  of  Fact ; 
and  report  it  to  the  Housa"  The  result  is  seen  under 
"Friday,  16th  March,  1659";   ''Ovdered,  That  Mr.  Martyn 

2  B 
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Blagne  [a  curious  reading  for  Blake],  be,  and  is  hereby, 
restored  to  his  Living  at  Barnstaple  in  the  County  of  Devon  : 
And  it  is  referred  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  for  Custody  of 
the  Great  Seal  and  the  Master  of  the  Bolls,  or  any  Two  of 
them,  to  see  this  Order  executed  :  And  that  the  said  Martyn 
Blagjie  be  put  in  possession  of  the  said  Living,  accordingly." 
This  was  almost  the  last  act  of  the  Long  Parliament,  for  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  same  day,  this  memorable  Assembly 
dissolved  itself.  Mr.  Blake  was  admitted  a  Prebendary  of 
Exeter  Cathedral,  on  the  3rd  of  June,  1665 ;  and  in  a  ripe 
old  age,  was  buried  at  Barnstaple,  on  the  13th  of  September, 
1673.

Anthony  Wood  states  that  he  was  bom  at  Plymouth.  This 
is  however  very  doubtful.  In  the  parish  register  of  Plympton 
St.  Maurice  is  the  record  of  bis  baptism,  and  that  of  a  sister, 
thus: — 

"  1637.     Eichard  the  sonne  of   Kichard  Buthogg  [sic]  and 
Honour  his  wife  was  bapt*^  tricessimo  die  Januarij." 

"  1640.     Elizabeth  dau.  of  Eichard  Burthogg  and  Honour  his 
wife,  was  bapt<^  tertio  die  mensis  Maij." 

Though  a  baptismal  entry  is  not  a  proof  that  the  child  was 
born  in  that  parish,  when,  as  in  this  case,  you  find  at  a  sub- 
sequent date  the  baptism  of  another  child  of  the  same  parents, 
the  evidence  is  very  strong  that  the  residence  of  the  parents 
was  then  in  the  parish.  Did  the  compositor  misread  Wood's 
MS.,  setting  "Plymouth"  instead  of  "Plympton,"  and  the 
error  escape  correction  at  the  time  ? 

Eichard  Burtho^e  was  educated  at  Exeter  Grammar 
School ;  he  entered  All  Souls'  College,  Oxford,  in  1654,  and 
was  admitted  B.A.  12  October  1658.  He  removed  to  Leyden 
University,  to  study  medicine,  where  he  was  admitted  11 
October,  1661.  In  1662,  or  shortly  after,  he  became  M.D., 
and  returning  to  England,  settled  at  Bowden,  near  Totnes. 
In  the  parish  register  of  St.  Mary's,  Totties,  is  this  entry : —

HiERON  (Samuel). 

He  was  the  son  of  the  Rev.  Roger  Hieron,  m.a.  ;  and  is 
said  to  have  been  bom  circa  1572  *'  at  or  near  to  Epping  in 
Essex."  This  statement,  as  to  the  place  of  his  birth,  must  be 
viewed  with  great  suspicion.  The  father  was  a  schoolmaster, 
who,  under  the  influence  of  John  Foxe,  was  induced  to  take 
orders  in  the  Church  ;  and  on  the  presentation  of  Sir  Thomas 
Heneage  was  instituted  to  the  vicarage  of  Epping  on  the  14th 
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of  July,  1578 ;  to  this  living  succeeded  John  Overall,  S.T.B., 
24th  February,  1592,  "per  mort  Hieron."  These  dates 
render  it  very  doubtful  that  Samuel  was  born  ''  at  or  near  to 
Epping."  His  education  was  by  his  father,  until  he  went  to 
Eton;  whence,  he  was  chosen  scholar  of  King^s  College, 
Cambridge,  in  1590.  Sir  Francis  Barrington,  of  Barrington 
Hall,  Essex,  assisted  him  at  the  University,  after  the  death  of 
his  father.  Having  preached  in  London,  some  little  time, 
Mr.  Henry  SavUe,  the  provost  of  Eton,  presented  Hieron  to 
the  Vicarage  of  Modbury.  He  there  began  a  new  register 
book,  25th  March,  1601,  which  is  now  the  oldest  register 
remaining  in  the  parish.  The  Rev.  George  C.  Green,  the 
present  vicar,  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  entry  of 
Hieron's  burial,  ^^  An,  Do,  1617.  June,  Samuel  Hieron 
Yicker  the  17th  day  ** ;  and  copied  from  the  first  page  of  the 
book  this  list  of  names  extending  all  down  the  page  in  the 
writing  of  the  vicar.

Mr.  Green  adds,  "  I  take  it  that  the  first  two  names  are 
probably  those  of  the  Vicar  and  his  wife,  the  other  ten  those 
of  his  children."

Moore  suc- 
ceeded for  a  brief  period  in  1604.  From  the  ex-President's 
valuable  History  of  PlymoiUh,  1890,  it  appears  that  the 
master's  salary  was  £20  per  annum  at  that  time ;  and  that 
Kenipe  in  1592-3  fanned  the  Yicaraga  Perhaps  an  examina- 
tion of  the  St  Andrew's  burial  register,  about  1603  or  4, 
might  disclose  that  death  removed  him  from  his  scholastic 
duties.

He  matriculated  from  Exeter 
College,  Oxford,  20  July,  1654.  B.A.  10  Oct,  1657.  Keturn- 
ing  to  Devon,  he  first  preached  at  Ermington.  The  2nd 
Feb.,  1658,  he  received  Presbyterian  ordination  at  Plymouth, 
on  being  appointed  minister  of  Kingsbridge  and  Churstow. 
He  then  removed  to  Brixton,  from  the  perpetual  curacy  of 
which  place  he  was  ejected  for  Nonconformity  in  1662.  He 
nevertheless  continued  to  preach  there  until  he  was  seized  in 
the  pulpit,  13  Dec,  1663.  Was  imprisoned  at  least  twice. 
For  about  three  years  he  remained  in  the  West  of  England, 
preaching  as  he  had  .opportunity ;  he  then  went  to  London. 
On  the  16th  Oct.,  1680,  he  was  chosen  minister  of  the  Scotch 
Presbyterian  Church,  of  Middleburg,  in  the  Netherlands.  The 
minute  of  his  election  describes  him  as  then  "  exercising  his 
ministry  constantly  on  the  Lords  day  in  the  Congregation  in 
Bridge  Street,  Covent  Garden."  This  was  Dr.  Manton's,  who 
had  died  18  Oct.,  1677.  Not  finding  himself  comfortable  at 
Middleburg,  he  resigned;  and,  returuiug  to  London  22  July, 
1681,  he  gathered  the  Presbyterian  congregation  meeting  in 
Bartholomew  Close.  For  nearly  25  years  he  continued  their 
pastor,  dying  29  April,  1706.  His  widow,  Elizabeth,  died 
1708.  He  left  an  only  daughter,  who  married  Dr.  John 
Evans.  Two  Funeral  sermons  were  preached  for  Mr.  Quick, 
and  both  published.  One  was  by  his  successor  at  Bartho- 
lomew Close,  Mr.  Thomas  Freke;  the  other  by  Dr.  Daniel 
Williams.

He  was  born,  according  to  Anthony  Wood,  at  Northleigh, 
near  Colyton,  of  which  parish  his  father,  John  Carpenter, 
was  rector,  7th  February,  1588-^;  but  Tristram  Sisdon,  a 
Devon  contemporary,  states  that  he  was  born  in  the  parish  of 
Uplime,  upon  the  borders  of  Dorsetshire.  {Survey,  p.  25.) 
The  probable  explanation  is  that  while  Northleigh  was  the 
family  home,  his  mother's  old  home  might  be  at  Uplime,  to 
which  place  she  had  gone  for  her  confinement.  He  matricu- 
lated at  Oxford  from  St.  Edmund's  Hall,  7th  June,  1605,  as 
of  Devon,  cler.  fil.,  aged  16.  He  was  elected  a  fellow  of 
Exeter  College,  30th  June,  1607,  on  James  I.'s  letter  of 
recommendation.  A  document  in  the  State  Paper  Office 
throws  light  on  this  recommendation: — "1606.  Nov.  15. 
Oxford.  Certificate  by  Heo.  Airay,  Vice-Chancellor  of  Ox- 
ford, Edm.  Lillie  and  John  Aglionby,  principal  of  St. 
Edmund's  Hall,  in  favour  of  Natb.  Carpenter,  scholar  in  St. 
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Edmund's  Hal],  and  son  of  John  Carpenter,  minister.  (Vol. 
xxxviii.  No.  84)  In  1610  he  was  admitted  B.A.,  5th  July  ; 
M.A.,  28th  April,  1613 ;  and  B.D.,  11th  May.  1620.  Through 
the  influence  of  Archbishop  Ussher,  he  was  induced  to  go  to 
Ireland  in  1626,  and  was  at  once  made  one  of  the  Arch- 
bishop's chaplains  and  Schoolmaster  of  the  King's  Wards  in 
Dublin,  i.e,,  minors  whose  parents  were  Koman  Catholics.

Of  this  sermon  I  have  failed  to  trace  a  copy,  and  the  only 
other  evidence  I  have  found  of  its  existence  is  in  the 
list  of  "  Books  sold  by  Wm.  Marshal,"  the  last  line  of 
which  is  " Ashwood^s  Groans  for  [sic]  Sion" 
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Bond  (John),  LLD. 

This  divine  was  the  eldest  son  of  Dennis  Bond  by  his  first 
wife,  Joan,  daughter  of  John  Gould,  of  Dorchester.  He  was 
bom  at  Chard,  Go.  Somerset,  in  1611;  was  educated  first 
under  the  Bev.  John  White,  of  Dorchester,  and  then  entered 
Catharine  Hall,  Cambridge,  of  which  college  he  was  after- 
wards chosen  fellow.  B.A.  1631;  M.A.  1635;  LLD.  1645. 
In  1641  he  is  described  as  Lecturer  in  the  City  of  Exeter. 
In  October,  1643,  he  was  nominated  a  Member  of  the 
Assembly  of  Divines,  in  place  of  Archbishop  Ussher.  When 
Mr.  White  was  appointed  to  the  rectory  of  Lambeth,  on  the 
removal  of  Dr.  Daniel  Featley,  Bond  succeeded  him  as 
Minister  of  the  Savoy.  Afterwards  he  was  made  Master  of 
the  Savoy  Hospital  under  the  great  seal,  11  Dec.  1645. 
About  this  time  John  Bond,  LLD.,  appears  as  M.P.  for 
Melcombe  Begis  in  the  room  of  a  discarded  or  deceased 
member  till  1653.  On  the  recommendation  of  Parliament 
Bond  was  admitted  Master  of  Trinity  Hall,  Cambridge, 
11  March,  1646.  The  same  year,  "July  13th,  Mr.  John 
Bond,  preacher  at  the  Savoy,  in  the  Strand,  was  appointed 
one  of  the  seven  morning  lecturers  for  Westminster  Abbey 
on  the  week-day."  The  13th  of  April,  1647,  was  observed 
by  the  Corporation  of  Exeter  as  a  day  of  thanksgiving  for 
the  surrender  of  the  city  to  the  forces  of  the  Parliament 
twelve  months  previously;  on  this  festive  occasion  Bond 
was  the  chosen  preacher.  Mr.  W.  Cotton,  in  his  Oleanings 
from  the  Municipal  Records,  says,  "We  have  no  record  of  the 
sermon,  but  it  proved  successful.  . . .  The  Corporation  returns 
to  the  Guildhall  strongly  impressed,  for  they  immediately 
decide — notwithstanding  the  poverty  of  the  city — that  £10 
shall  be  expended  on  a  piece  of  plate  to  be  presented  to  '  Mr. 
John  Bond,  Mynister  of  God's  word,  for  his  great  paynes 
this  day."  Moreover,  such  a  treat  as  they  had  had  should  be 
repeated,  and  they  agree  '  that  this  day  shalbe  yerelie  here- 
after commemorated  for  the  deliverie  of  this  Citie  from  the 
enemy  to  the  power  of  the  Parliament.'  But,"  adds  the 
writer,  "the  second  anniversary  was  never  kept,  for,  by  the 
time  that  was  reached,  the  feeling  began  to  dawn  that  it  was 
not  after  all  a  cause  for  thanksgiving."  On  the  4th  of  May, 
1649,  Bond  was  chosen  Professor  of  Civil  Law  in  Gresham 
College,  London.  In  1654  he  was  made  an  Assistant  to  the 
commissioners  of  Middlesex  and  Westminster  for  the  ejection 
of  scandalous  and  ignorant  ministers  and  schoolmasters. 
In  1658  he  was  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Cam- 
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bridge.  At  the  Bestoration,  in  1660,  he  lost  his  Mastership 
of  the  Savoy  and  of  Trinity  Hall,  he  also  thought  fit  on  the 
23rd  of  October  in  that  year  to  resign  his  professorship  in 
Gresham  College.  He  now  retired  into  Dorsetshire,  and 
dying  at  Sandwich,  in  the  isle  of  Parbeck,  was  buried  in  the 
churchyard  of  Steeple  on  the  30th  of  July,  1676.  Frances 
Gould,  sister  of  Bond's  mother,  married  John  Hakewill,  of 
Exeter.

As  this  Sermon  was  too  much  shortened  in  time  at  its 
conception  and  birth,  (in  the  Study  and  in  the  Pulpit) 
so  hath  it  been  too  too  long  (in  the  cradle)  comming 
forth  to  publike  view.  One  principall  cause  of  this 
slow  motion  (besides  some  avocations  of  mine  owne) 
hath  been  the  great  throng  of  your  late  Victories, 
which  crouded-in  upon  the  Stationers  so  fast,  that  this 
Sermon  (like  that  ^courtier  in  the  gate  of  Samaria) 
hath  stuck  fast  in  the  presse  of  good  news :  and  even 
now  at  last  'tis  no  sooner  gotten  through  the  crowd,  but 
behold  another  pair  of  Thanksgiving  Sermons  are  ready 
to  tread  upon  its  heels.

^Josephs  brethren,  when  opening  their  sacks  for 
provender  they  found  meate  and  money  to  boot,  tis 
said  that  then, — Their  hearts  failed  them,  and  they 
were  afraid,  saying  one  to  another,  What  is  this  that 
God  haih  done  unto  us?    The  men  would  have  been

These  mercies  came-in  like  Daniels  Answer,^  When  I 
was  speaking  to  the  Lord,  the  Angel  Gabriel  came  and 
told  me.  Thy  prayers  are  heard,  0 !  these  are  the 
Jewels  in  a  Ring  of  victory  ;  they  are  precious  things  of 
God,  (and  ought  to  be  especially  recorded)  when  mercies 
are  the  fruits  of  prayer. 

"  So  when  they  are  the  fruits  of  praise  too :  I  read 
that  Jehoshaphat  had  a  great  victory  given-in  as  the  fruit 
of  praise,  *  When  they  began  to  sing  praises  to  the  Lord, 
(that  is,  for  a  promise  of  deliverance  sent  by  the  Prophet) 
The  Lord  set  ambushments  against  the  children  ofAmmon, 
Moab,  and  Mount  Seir,  which  were  come  against  Judah, 
and  they  were  smitten.  And  hath  not  the  Lord  answered 
your  praises  too,  as  well  as  your  prayers?  Certainly, 
there  are  mercies  in  this  kind  to  be  found  out.  As, 
When  you  gave  command  to  praise  the  Lord  for  Nazeby 
victory,  that  very  morning  God  sent  the  tydings  of  the 
regaining  of  so-much-bewailed  Leicester,  thereby  to  put 
one  string  more  into  our  instruments  of  praises.  So 
when  you  gave  command  for  blessing  the  Lord  for  that

'*  O  may  it  please  you  Asa-like  to  doe  some  memorable 
thing  for  God  this  day.  ...  I  have  Uoo  humble  suits  to 
present  unto  you,  with  reference  to  the  Westcme  occa- 
sions of  this  dayes  praises. 

One  is,  that  especiall  care  may  be  taken  to  put  in  able 
apirittudl  garisons  into  those  three  Western  Towns  now 
reduced  :  every  one  of  them  being  doubly  considerable ; 
partly  for  their  long  time  of  slavery  under  the  enemie,  in 
which  they  could  not  but  contract  deepe  ignorance, 
prophanenesse,  and  malignitie;  and  partly  for  their 
situaJtiony  strength,  and  greatncsse,  they  being  some  of 
the  most  eminent  places  in  all  those  parts.  Such 
spirituall  garisons,  even  in  prudence,  are  well  nigh  as 
necessarie  as  Military  ones. 

Mine  other  humble  suite  is  concerning  the  Covenant^ 
that  the  poor  souls,  in  those  lately  reduced  Countries, 
may  not  have  it  abruptly  forced  upon  them,  without  due 
preparation  and  humiliation;  not  as  the  ISpanards 
baptized  the  American  Indana  by  droves,  and  heaps,  but 
rather  that  the  businesse  may  be  ordered  as  Hezekiah  did 
order  his  people  for  the  Passover,  with  all  due  warning, 
instruction,  and  consideration.  I  beseech  you  give  them 
time  and  meanes,  first  to  disgorge  and  cleanse  themselves 
thoroughly,  of  the  many  direfull,  anti-Covenant,  perjurious 
combinations,  that  many  poor  wret(;hcs,  in  those  parts, 
have  swallowed  since  they  were  under  the  power  of  the 
enemie.  Let  them  first  shave  their  heads  and  pare  their 
nales,  as  the  *  strange  virgin  of  old  was  commanded  to

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Chilcott,  (William),  M.A, 

He  was  the  youDgest  son  of  the  Bev^  Robert  Chilcott 
(born  at  Tiverton),  Eector  of  St  Mary  Major,  Exeter. 
William  was  educated  at  Blondell  School,  Tiverton,  and 
matriculated  from  Balliol  College,  Oxford,  30  March  1680 
aged  16  ;  B.A.  16  Oct.  1683 ;  M.A.  1  Dec.  1686.  In  1689  he 
became  Bector  of  Denbury,  Devon ;  and  in  May  1691,  he 
was  admitted  to  the  rectory  of  St.  George,  Exeter,  and  there- 
with also  held  the  rectories  of  St.  Olave  and  St.  John  in  the 
same  city.  He  died  the  30th  of  May,  1711,  in  the  48th 
year  of  his  age,  and  was  buried  in  St.  George's  Church. 
William  Chilcott  married  a  Miss  Copleston  as  shewn  by  the 
arms  on  bis  monument,  which  on  the  demolition  of  St. 
George's  Church  was  removed  to  St.  John's.  His  son

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Ford,  (Simon)  D.D. 

He  was  the  son  of  Eichard  Ford,  of  East  Ogwell,  Devon ; 
bom  c.  1619 ;  and  was  educated  first  at  the  Grammar  School, 
Exeter,  afterwards  at  the  Free  School,  Dorchester.  He 
matriculated  at  Oxford,  from  Magdalen  Hall,  in  Michaelmas 
term  1636,  aged  17,  "pleb.  fil."  Some  of  his  dedications 
testify  that  Sir  William  Waller  had  been  a  generous  bene- 
factor. It  was  in  the  adjoiniog  parish  that  Sir  William 
found  his  first  wife,  Jane,  only  daughter  of  Sir  Richard 
SeyneU  of  Ford.  Simon  became  a  student  of  Christ  Church 
in  1640 ;  and  the  following  year,  being  then  BJl^  he  retired 
to  LondoD.  In  1646  he  styles  himself  "  Minister  of  the 
Gospel  at  Puddle-Towne  in  Dorcetshire."  We  find  him  back 
at  Oxford  in  1648,  where  he  took  his  degree  of  M.A.  the 
12th  of  December.  On  the  13th  of  August,  1649,  Ford  was 
one  of  seventeen  desired  to  be  Assistant  to  the  number  of 
Delegates  formerly  chosen  by  the  Visitors  of  Oxford.  He 
was  admitted  B.I).  16  Feb.  1649-50.  Having  preached  a 
sermon  at  St.  Mary's  against  the  independent  oath  csdled  the 
engagement,  he  lost  his  student's  place.  This  seems  to  have 
been  the  time  when  he  ministered  to  a  congregation  at 
Witney,  in  Oxfordshira  He  was  next  lecturer  of  Newington 
Green,  near  London,  and  in  1661  became  vicar  of  St.  Laurence, 
Beading.  Here  he  continued  until  July,  1659,  when  the 
Corporation  of  Northampton  gave  him  the  vicarage  of  All 
Saints  in  that  town.  In  1661  he  was  made  Chaplain  to  his 
Majesty,  and  on  the  21st  of  June  1665  he  took  his  degree 
of  D.D.  On  the  30th  of  March  1670  he  was  chosen  Preacher 
or  Chaplain  of  Bridewell  Chapel,  London ;  this  appointment 
he  resigned  the  same  year,  on  his  admission  to  the  rectory  of 
St  Mary  Aldermanbury,  December  the  29th.  His  last  pre- 
ferment was  the  rectory  of  Old  Swinford,  Worcestershire,  to 
which  he  was  instituted  22nd  May,  1676,  patron,  Thomas 
Foley  of  Kidderminster,  esq. ;  and  he  held  it  till  the  time  of 
his  death.  The  inscription  on  a  mural  tablet  in  Old  Swinford 
Church  records :  "  H.  S.  K  Simon  Ford,  S.  T.  D.  Devoniensis, 
hujus  Ecclesiae  per  22  Annos  Bector,  juxta  Martham  Stampe 
Eedingensem  Conjugem  fidelissimam:  Obiit  ille  T"  Aprillis 
1699,  anno  aetatis  octogesimo ;  obiit  ilia  13  Novemb.  A.D.

In  the  8vo.  Cat.  of  Printed  Books  in  the  Brit.  Museum, 
I  found  this  entry : — "  Ford,  (Simon).  The  Great 
Interest  of  States  &  Kingdomcs,  a  Thanksgiving  Sermon. 
4**  Lond.  1646."  This  appeared  to  be  the  sermon  Wood 
had  not  seen,  and  my  sermon,  "  The  Second  Part** 
obtained  from  M'  Jas.  Crossley's  library,  was  supposed  to 
be  an  unrecorded  publication,  yet  more  rare.  Examina- 
tion however  proves  that  the  Brit.  Mus.  sermon  is,  like 
mine,  "  The  Second  Part."  No  evidence  can  be  found 
that  Ford  had  issued  a  first  part. 

The  explanation  seems  to  be  this — Thomas  Goodwin, 
B.D.  one  of  the  Assembly  of  Divines,  preached  before 
the  House  of  Commons,  at  their  Fast^  Feb.  25,  1645-6. 
The  discourse  was  entitled  when  published  "  The  Great 
Interest  of  States  and  Kingdomes"  The  text  was  " He 
suffered  no  man  to  doe  them  wrong:  yea,  he  reproved 
Kings  for  their  sakes :  Saying,  Touch  not  mine  anointed." 
The  main  topic  insisted  upon  was  "the  danger  that  is 
unto  States,  to  deale  otherwise  than  well  with  the 
Saints,  God's  anointed."  The  latter  clause  "and  doe 
my  Prophets  no  harme"  was  not  dwelt  upon.  This 
clause  Ford  makes  the  subject  of  his  sermon,  and 
gives  it  the  same  title  as  Goodwin's,  with  reference  to 
which  he  calls  it  "2%e  Second  Part.**  Considering  that 
this  was  his  maiden  publication,  and  that  Goodwin 
was  his  senior  by  19  years,  the  course  taken  does  not 
exhibet  favourably  the  modesty  of  the  preacher,  who 
confesses,  "I  am  one  of  the  youngest  sonnes  of  the 
Prophets."

He  was  bom  at  Exeter  e.  1621,  the  son  of  Eichard  Long 
of  the  parish  of  St  Lawrenca  In  Lent  term  1638  he 
became  a  servitor  in  Exeter  College,  Oxford,  aged  17.  He 
was  admitted  B.A.  29  Nov.  1642,  "at  which  time,"  says 
Anthony  Wood,  "the  city  of  Oxon  being  garrison'd  for  the 
use  of  his  majesty  King  Charles  I.  he  left  the  University, 
retired  to  his  own  country,  and  became  Vicar  [Rector]  of  St. 
Lawrence  Clist,  near  Exeter."  Although  his  name  never 
appears  in  the  parish  register  there,  I  have  found  evidence 
of  the  correctness  of  Wood's  statement  There  being  a  dis- 
pute as  to  the  patronage  of  Eoseash,  in  1675,  the  Bishop 
appointed  a  Commission  of  twelve  to  hear  the  case,  one  of 
whom  is  thus  described,  "  Thomas  Long,  clericus,  Eector  de 
Clist  Sancti  Lawrentii."  As  the  result  of  a  royal  letter  to 
the  university  of  Oxford,  Long  was  created  B.D.  20  Sept. 
1660 ;  and  was  admitted  to  a  prebend  in  Exeter  Cathedral, 
18  Jan.  1660-1,  vice  Geo.  Hall.  The  Cathedral  Register 
contains  this  entry,  "  Mr.  Thomas  Long  &  Mrs.  Bridgett 
Sparrow,  daughter  to  the  R*  Reverend  Anthony  Sparrow  Lo^ 
Bishopp  of  Exettr  [sic]  were  married  on  the  16th  of  August^ 
[16]76."  This  must  have  been  a  second  marriage,  as  he  had 
children  baptized  and  buried  at  St.  Lawrence  before  1676. 
Moreover,  Bishop  Tanner  tells  us  that  Long  **  was  offered  the 
bishopric  of  Bristol  in  1684,  by  Archbishop  Sancroft,  but 
refused  it  on  account  of  his  age  and  great  family."  He  was 
chosen  Proctor  for  the  Clergy  of  his  diocese  in  Convocation 
in  1689,  in  1694,  and  on  two  other  occasions.  Writing 
from  "Exon,  Jan.  1.  1696,"  he  says,  "I  am  now  entred  into 
the  seventy  sixth  year."  Peter  Fisher  was  admitted  a 
prebendary  of  Exon,  3  Oct  1701,  vice  Thomas  Long;  so 
Long  must  have  resigned.  His  last  publication  was  issued 
at  Exeter  in  1704.  A  most  singular  blunder  has  be^n  made 
in  some  of  our  Biographical  Dictionaries  concerning  this 
prebendary ;  even  in  Thompson  Cooper's  he  is  described  as  a 
Nonjuror,  and  as  such  is  said  to  have  been  deprived  of  his 
prebend  in  1689.  Such  senseless  errors  are  hard  to  die. 
Thomas  Long  published  at  least  eight  books  against  the 
Nonjurors ! 

A  son,  always  described  as  Thomas  Long,  junior,  was 
a  prebendary  of  Exeter,  scrupled  the  Oaths,  and  lost  his 
prebend  in  consequence.  The  three  following  entries  from 
the  register  of  St.  Lawrence  record  the  burials,  first,  of  this 
Thomas  Long,  junior,  then  of  our  prebendary ;  and  lastly  of 
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his  widow :  entries  kindly  supplied  to  me  by  my  good  friend 
Mr.  Winslow  Jones.

Dr.  Wordsworth  refers  to  an  edition  printed  in  1662, 
.    in  which  Gauden  gives  the  following  particulars. 

'*  I  wrote  this  piece  {flagrante  dolore)  in  the  first  paroxysms 
of  extreme  grief  and  horror,  immediately  upon  the 
murther  of  the  late  excellent  King  (1648) ;  as  soon  as 
the  astonishment  of  sorrow  gave  leave  to  regular 
thoughts  and  words  to  vent  themselves.  I  sent  it 
{incognito)  in  its  sackcloth  and  ashes  to  London,  where 
I  hoped  it  might  find  way  to  pubHc  view.  My  aim  was, 
not  only  to  gratify  my  own,  and  the  nation's  vehement 
passion,  by  expressing  a  just  indignation  against  that 
prodigious  villainy;  but  to  represent  in  true  colours  that 
horrid  sin  and  shame  of  Killing  the  King,  whereof 
some  men  then  were  so  impudent  as  to  glory.  And 
since  I  could  not  divest  them  from  that  flagitious  fact  by 
such  Loyal  and  Religious  Remonstrances"  (he  refers 
here  to  the  Protestation)  "  as  I  sent  them,  I  thought  it 
high  justice  to  take  this  vengeance  on  them :  either  to 
bring  the  authors  and  abettors,  if  possible,  to  repen- 
tance; or,  to  preserve  others  from  partaking  of  their 
sins  and  plagues,  by  any  after  comprobation  of  their 
then  prosperous  impiety,  so  as  to  make  it  the  sin  and 
shame  of  the  nation.

The  second  son  of  Mr.  William  Shower  and  Dorcas  his 
wife,  daughter  of  Mr.  John  Anthony,  an  Exeter  merchant. 
John  was  bom  in  that  city,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Petrock,  and 
baptized  the  18th  of  May,  1657.  At  fourteen  years  of 
age,  he  was  placed  under  the  tuition  of  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Warren,  at  Taunton.  After  spending  a  considerable  time 
there,  he  was  removed  to  London,  and  became  a  pupil  of  Mr. 
Charles  Morton,  at  Newington  Green.  Encouraged  by  Dr. 
Manton  to  prepare  himself  as  a  candidate  for  the  ministry, 
he  preached  his  first  sermon  in  the  Meeting-Uouse  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Vincent  in  Hand-Alley  in  1677.  He  was  ordained 
24  Dec.  1679,  and  became  assistant  to  Mr.  Vincent  Alsop  at 
Tothill-Fields,  Westminster.  About  1683,  he  was  induced 
by  Sir  Samuel  Barnadiston  to  accompany  his  nephew  on  a 
Continental  tour,  which  terminated  at  Amsterdam  in  the 
autumn  of  1684.  Here  the  company  parted,  returning  to 
England,  but  Mr.  Shower  continued  in  Holland  about  two 
years  longer.  After  a  brief  visit  to  England,  he  is  found 
again  on  the  Continent  For  some  time  he  lived  at  Utrecht, 
where,  24  Sept.  1687,  he  married  Elizabeth  Falkner,  niece  to

Mr.  PapilloD,  and  removed  to  Sotterdam.  Here  he  was 
chosen  the  EveuiDg  Lecturer  to  the  English  Presbyterian 
Church;  which  oiiice  he  held  about  four  years,  when  Mr. 
Shower  was  induced  to  accept  an  invitation  to  assist 
Mr.  John  Howe  in  Silver-Street^  London.  The  invitation  was 
dated  19th  January,  1690.  In  May  1691,  he  was  chosen 
pastor  of  the  congregation  meeting  in  Curriers-Hall,  London. 
His  ministry  here  was  so  successful,  that  the  building 
becoming  too  small,  they  moved  to  Jewin-street,  and  ten 
years  after  built  a  still  lai-ger  chapel  in  the  Old  Jewry. 
Being  bereaved  of  his  wife  24  August,  1691,  on  the  29 
December,  1692,  he  married  for  his  second  wife  Mrs. 
Constance  White ;  she  also  died  the  18th  July,  1701.  Mr. 
Shower  died  the  28th  of  June,  1715,  in  the  59th  year  of  his 
age,  and  was  buried  at  Higbgate.

From  Braunton  Parish  Segisters,  it  appears  that  ''Mr 
Kichard  Smith,  minist'  and  Charity  Hunt  were  married. 
21  Nov.  1593."  In  1594.  a  son  Richard  was  bapt.  17  Nov. 
and  in  151^5  a  daughter,  Susan,  2  fTeb.  Mrs.  Charitie  Smith, 
vid.  was  buried  there,  24  Oct.  1639.  From  Braunton,  where 
it  is  presumed  he  was  the  Curate  of  John  Yicarie,  instituted 
to  that  vicarage  in  1590,  Mr.  Smith  removed  to  Barnstaple. 
The  registers  there  show  that  in  1598,  ''Samuell  son  of  Mr 
Rycharde  Smith  p'eacher  of  Barum"  was  bapt.  17  Dec;  in 
1600  ''Elyzabeth  and  Rebecka  y«  children  of  M'  Ry chard 
Smith,  p'eacher/'  were  bapt.  15th  August  and  both  buried 
the  same  year.  Three  more  sons  follow,  in  1601  "  Willyam, 
21  Aug.,"  in  1602  "Zakarij,  28  Jan."  and  in  1603  "Robert,  2 
March."  His  engagement  here  must  have  been  with  the 
Corporation,  for  the  Barnstaple  Borough  Accounts  contain 
entries  from  1598  of  the  payment  of  his  stipend,  60^., 
increased  the  following  year  to  £4,  and  so  continuing  to 
1607.  In  1600  is  an  entry  about  him :  "Mr.  Richard  Smyth, 
the  hired  preacher  of  this  Town  and  Jo  Smyth,  preacher  of 
Pilton,  were  inhibited  to  preach  in  this  diocese,  by  reason 
they  would  not  wear  the  surplice."  This  inhibition  continued 
until  the  following  year,  1601,  when  there  is  an  entry :  "  R. 
Smyth  allowed  to  preach  again,  and  did  preach  and  administer 
the  Communion  in  his  surplice,  as  he  was  commanded."  In 
1610  Mr.  Richard  Smith,  preacher  of  the  woorde  of  God  in 
Barnstaple,  was  buried  6  Feb.

He  was  bom  at  Lichfield,  7  Oct.,  1686.  Educated  under 
Dr.  Busby  at  Westminster  School,  whence  he  was  elected 
a  scholar  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  in  1655,  and  took 
his  degree  of  A.B.  in  that  University.  Incorporated  at 
Oxford  18  June,  1661;  admitted  M.A.  10  July  the  same 
year,  as  of  Lincoln  College ;  and  B,D.  26  May,  1669.  He 
became  for  a  short  time  Minister  of  Coombe,  near  Wood- 
stock, and  is  then  met  with  at  Exeter,  as  Master  of  the  High 
School.  In  this  city  he  held  a  prebend  in  the  Cathedral 
Church  from  11  July,  1667-1674.  About  1672  he  removed 
to  Ireland,  where  he  opened  a  school  in  Dublin,  which  soon 
became  celebrated.  For  this  school  he  adopted  the  Grammar 
of  Colet  and  Erasmus  with  some  alterations.  Preferment 
came  quickly.  Having  proceeded  to  the  degree  of  D.D.  in 
the  University  of  Dublin  in  the  spring  of  1674,  he  was  in- 
stalled Prebendary  of  Ta-Sagart,  23rd  of  the  following  July, 
and  on  the  8th  of  April,  1675,  Prebendary  of  Castleknock, 
both  in  St.  Patrick's  Cathedral,  Dublin;  also  Prsecentor  of 
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Christ  Church  the  same  year.  He  was  consecrated  Bishop 
of  the  united  sees  of  Cork  and  Koss  23  March,  1678-9. 
Having  governed  these  dioceses  more  than  20  years,  he  was 
translated  18  April,  16i)9,  to  the  sees  of  Kilmore  and 
Ardagh.  He  died  in  London  12  Nov.,  1713,  aged  77,  and 
was  buried  in  Westminster  Abbey.  The  Bishop  was  twice 
married.  His  first  wife  was  buried  in  Cork  Cathedral,  and 
his  widow,  Philippa,  sixth  daughter  of  Sir  William  D*Oyly, 
Bart.,  was  buried  in  her  husband's  grave,  18  April,  1717. 
Edward  Wetenhall,  M.D.,  eldest  son  of  the  Bishop,  an 
eminent  physician,  was  also  buried  in  Westminster  Abbey, 
2  September,  1733,  aged  71.  There  is  an  engraved  portrait 
of  the  Bishop.

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reason  for  it,  and  aeryiceableneas  in  it»  than  I  apprehended. 
When  afterwards  God  was  pleased  to  bring  again  the 
Captivity  of  our  Mother  the  English  Churchy  my  own 
experience  soon  convinced,  that  those  my  favourable 
thoughts  were  most  just :  and  now  I  have  thought  my 
self  concerned  to  tell  the  prejadicate  World  so  much. 

I  have,  Sir,  no  other  recompence  to  make,  which  Tou  will 
accept  for  all  Toar  antient  care  and  real  kindnesses 
towards  me,  than  this  poor  acknowledgment^  together 
with  my  serious  prayers  for  a  full  Retribution  to  You 
from  Him,  who  sees  in  secret,  hut  wUl  reward  openly.
